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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In regards to independent claims 1, 17, 23 and 24, the visitor cache would be queried with a mobile node's 
private, home, or temporary IP address to identify the mobile node's "link-layer source address"; The applicant argues that Magret's 
disclosure does not amount to the tunnel-table, connection-table sequence of the amended claims 1, 17, 23 and 24. However, Leung 
teaches the foreign agent has a visiting table that includes the respective IP addresses of the node, the home agent and an inteface wrthfvcf) 
specifies the tunnel (column 13, lines 30-35); therefore, the visiting table, constitutes a tunnel identifier to identify an entry in a tunnel 
table.

It is inherent that the two tables can interact with 
each other and therefore, the tunnel interface can identify a route for the packet. Therefore, the routing table and the mobility binding 
table, constitute using the entry in the tunnel table to identify an entry in a connection table, wherein the entry in the connection table 
identifies the connection. Therefore, examiner still maintains that Leung teaches the added limitation in amended in claims 1 17 23 and 
24. 
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
